jobs, Francis left Washington, 
D.C.. 
to flee the turmoil of 


20th-century life, he said. 


Mile-High Peak 


"I'll never work another 


eight-hour, six-day week for 
any man." Francis said in 
1964. 


He picked a mile-high peak 


in 
the Catalina 
Mountains, 


overlooking Oracle. Ariz. For 
a year Francis, standing 5- 
feet-5 and weighing 125. work- 
ed night and day on a stone 
and glass cabin. 


Up the mile climb where 


there was no road Francis 
hauled his building materials 
and he built a cozy place with 


electricity supplied by a pow- 
er generator, running water 
and other conveniences. Then, 
he settled back to read, paint 
and meditate. 


It happened to be on land in 


Coronado National Forest. An 
eight-fool hole in his backyard 
was called a gold mine by 
Francis but the U. S. Forest 
Service said he trespassed on 
public lands. Francis replied 
he would never move. 


The law permits construc- 


tion of a dwelling near a 
claim but states the claim 
must contain enough gold to 
warrant a patent or title to 
the land. This wasn't so with 
Francis' mine. 


Discouraged and expecting

Unsuccessful Efforts 


Buckley reviewed his unsuc- 


cessful efforts during his first 
month in office to have the 
Appleton council hold off on its 
proposed Lake Winnebago-tap- 
ping project so he could call an 
open forum meeting to "take a 
hard look at the overall pic- 
ture." 


The mayor said he thought 


another appraisal of the situ- 
ation was in order because of 
the accelerated interest of fed- 
eral and state agencies studying 
water problems. 


Buckley said there was no 


doubt in his mind that Lake 


Michigan represented the solu- 
tion lo the water problems of 
the entire region, which includ- 
ed the Fox Valley. 


Council Overridfs Veto 


Buckley said when the council 


overrode his veto on the Winne- 
bago project, he decided it was 
no use calling the meeting he 
had planned in hopes of getting 
other Valley communities inter- 
ested in a cooperative Lake 
Michigan project. 


(Previous meetings were held 


by city and state officials over 


Winnebago. but explained about 
$1.5 million would be spent on' 
expanding the water filtration 
plant. The expansion is needed 
whether Appleton went to Lake 
Michigan or Lake Winnebago.

D-Ark., head 
of the Senate Permanent Inves- 
tigations subcommittee and a 
sharp and frequent critic of Mc- 
Namara's decision awarding the 
multibillion-dollar TFX contract 
to the General Dynamics Corp. 


There is no announced plan to 


buy any of the Navy planes dur- 
ing the current fiscal year al- 
though development and experi- 
ments are proceeding. 


McClellan has announced that 


his subcommittee will inves- 
tigate anew the TFX contract to 
determine whether the United 
States is buying a second-best 
airplane. The senator has not 
set a date for the hearings. 


The Navy has said it will

But things flared up in 
the spring when .students in the 
Peking University started dem 
onstrations against some teach 
ers and schoolmates. 


The demonstrators denouncer 


the teachers and students as 
traitors and enemies of the 
working class. The propaganda 
intensified in late May when 
these teachers and classmates 
were dragged out bodily from 
the university compound. Many 
students spat at them and yellet 
slogans against imperialism. Lu 
Ping, president of the universi 
ty, also had to leave although he 
was supposed to have smashes

dents" in 1958. 


But the Shanghai liberation 


army daily charged Lu had no 
carried out Marxism and Lenin 
ism. 


The Peking government has 


worked out a new school sys 
tem, whereby political views 
are the dominating factor. The 
students', scholastic 
standards 


are of secondary importance 
The Peking University has an- 
nounced that it could not enroll 
any foreign students until next 
spring. Most foreign students 
including Russians, North Ko- 
reans and North Vietnamese, 
were asked to leave the univer- 
sity. Peking University refused 
to give these students report 
cards. 


For the average Chinese the 


cultural revolution has resulted 
in drastic changes. In factories, 
production has slowed down be- 
cause workers have to attend 
aolirical meetinugs usually last- 
ing several hours. During these 
meetings, the workers study the 
works of Mao Tze-tung and 
sometimes carry out self criti- 
cism. 


Criticize Fellows 


Each meeting usually is at- 


tended by 15 to 20 workers. 
They often criticize a fellow 
workerJor not spending his pri- 
vate^time properly or-not study- 
ing -the works of- Mao Tze-tung 
thoroughly. The worker can de- 
fend himself but this is not very 
common.

apologizes, saying he was too 
tired to study Chairman Mao's 
works.

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Insurance Should be Checked Before Traveling Out of State

American way — piling the 
family into the car and setting 
out for somewhere. If it's to be 
an out-of-statc or out-of-country 
trip, you'll do well to check your 
auto insurance in advance. 


Financial-responsibility 
laws 


for 
motorists 
have 
been 


changed in some states during 
the past year. These changes 
alter the dollar amount you 
must show you're in a position 
to cover, for damages caused in 
an auto accident. For example, 
minimum 
liability 
limits 
in 


Alabama. Colorado. Kansas, and 
New Mexico have been raised to 
10-20-5. according to the Insur- 
ance Infoimation Institute. This 
means you are 
required to 


stand good for coverage up to 
$20.000 for all persons injured in 
an accident, subject to a limit 


of $10.000 for cne individual; 
and $5,000 coverage for property 
damage. Missouri liability limits 
have been raised, too — now 10 
20-2. When you drive in these 
slates, you're expected to be 
aware of the laws and comply 
with them. 


Canadian Rules 


Naturally you don't expect to 


run into any trouble. But there's 
enormous peace of mind to be 
had for just a few dollars more 
when you increase your protec- 
tion against a possible stunning 
financial loss. If you're carrying 
only 
10-10-5 now, you 
can 


increase this coverage to five 
times as much for something 
approximating $10 additional a 
year. (That's an estimale based 
on comparative costs). 


Even 
if you're adequately 


covered for motoring within the 
United States, you'll want to 
show you're also acceptable to 


the Canadian authorities if you 
travel across the border. The 
C a n a d i a n government pro- 
vides small yellow cards which 
are available from insurance 
agents and brokers in the U.S. 
When properly filled out by your 
agent, such a card is considered 
evidence of financial responsibil- 
ity. 


If you should have a car 


accident in any of nine Canadi- 
an provinces, and can't produce 
your little yellow card, your car 
can be impounded and held until 
you can otherwise prove your 
financial worthiness. The only 
provinces in C a n a d a where 
visitors are not required to have 
these cards are Ontario, Mani- 
toba, and Alberla. 


In general. Canada's financial 


responsibility limits for motor- 
ists are higher than Ihose in the 
States. In some areas the 
minimum is $35.000 of liability 
insurance available to s e t t l e 


either bodily injury or property 
damage or both. 


If you're going south over the 


border into Mexico, tell your 
insurance agent how long you 
intend to be driving around that 
country. He will arrange for a 
tourist policy with a Mexican 
company, good for the period. If 
you should cut short your trip 
for any reason, you can get a 
refund of the unused premium. 


Also you should obtain 
a 


tourist card from the office of 
the Mexican Bureau of Tourism 
or at the border. And if you 
should have an accident, look 
for one of the green Tourimo 
Jeeps that patrol the highways. 
The d r i v e r will help you 
contact an adjuster 
for the 


Mexican company which issued 
your insurance. 


Just keep in mind, however, 


that all the insurance in the 
world can't substitute for care- 
ful driving if you want to get 
home in good shape.

s A wage earner who retires at ace 65 
after 44 years of working life will have 
paid about $32.500 in Social Security taxes, 
according to a recent study by the Tax 
Foundation. But considering the normal 
life span after 65. that same worker can 
expect to get back from the government 
only $19.700. 


Where does the balance of $13,000 go? 


Obviously it's to pay benefits for persons 
who do not pay in anywhere near their 
share in taxes. 


A private insurance firm would have a 


difficult time selling a policy with that 
kind of a pay-out But the federal 
government has convinced a lot of people 
that Social Security is a real bonanza.

Tribute to the Wall 


The totalitarian philosophy is starkly 


revealed 
in a speech given by East 


Germany's 
Communist 
puppet 
leader 


Walter Ulbricht to celebrate what he 
called the "victory" of the Berlin Wall. 


The Wall, said Ulbricht, is an "anti- 


fascist protective wall." Its building five 
years 
ago, 
which 
caught 
the 
West 


completely by surprise, was a great 
triumph because it meant that the Bonn 
government was unable to take over East 
Germany, according to Ulbricht. And he 
suggested that the federal government of 
Germany could help make up for its sins 
by loaning East Germany some money. 


The Wall of course was built, not to 


keep West Germany out but to keep East 
Germans in. There has probably been some 
benefit to the East German economy since 
thousands of East Berliners can no longer 
cross the border to find employment or to 
spend what little money they have. But 
Ulbricht's actual request 
for a loan 


indicates the difference between economic 
situations in the two parts of Germany. 
And his lauding the So'viet Union and 
other members of the Warsaw Pact for 
their 
assistance 
was in 
great 
part 


contradicted by the loan request. Whatever 
their help it was not enough. 


need for a program of government benefits 
for the health care of elderly people, but 
to saddle the cost on the American wage 
earner was and is a gross injustice. 


These figures are computed on the 


present schedule of Social Security taxes, 
which by law will continue to rise until 
1930. But there is no doubt that this tax 
schedule will be amended upward in 
coming years. 


Meanwhile the rapidly rising cost of 


Social Security to an employer is one of 
the major factors encouraging employers 
to automate and reduce manpower re- 
quirements. Combined with the trend for 
earlier and earlier retirement, the wage 
earner is becoming a smaller and smaller 
percentage of the total population, but this 
smaller percentage is carrying almost all 
the load of the government's great need 
for money. 


A service in memory of those who died 


in trying to flee over or under the wall was 
held in West Berlin and televised into the 
Eastern sector. So while the East German 
troops marched in direct defiance of the 
quadripartite agreements which prohibit 
all German military forces from any part 
of Berlin, the direct result of the building 
of the Wall — to East Germans — could 
be seen by those fortunate enough to own 
television sets or with courage enough to 
watch the program. 


Ulbricht is probably right in insisting 


that now the West finds it necessary to 
deal with East Germany instead of trying 
to pretend it wasn't there for so long. In a 
way the West built a wall of its own — and 
the United States has been particularly 
guilty of this error — by not recognizing 
governments which 'it did not approve. In a 
way we may be reaping the sorry benefits 
of this policy now in Viet Nam. 


But if the Berlin Wall managed to keep 


a great many more East Germans from 
fleeing their country, it also held up the 
Communist state for what it is for all to 
see — a vast prison which needs guns and 
barbed wire to keep its citizens at home 
and perhaps to exist at all. 


What Happened to the Atlantic Charter? 


Perhaps the most worrisome thing 


about the Vietnamese war — next to the 
casualties of course — is the insistence of 
the Johnson Administration on making it 
all appear a simple matter. We hear from 
the President and many of'his- aides, as 
well as from some Republicans, that all we 
have 
to do is • to repel the 
North 


Vietnamese and thereafter justice and 
peace will flourish, apparently all over the 
world. 


What we should have learned in the 


twenty-five years since President Roosevelt 
dreamed up the visionary Atlantic Charter 
and Prime Minister Churchill agreed to it 
since it meant American help for beseiged 
England is that there is no simple end to 
conflicts and no easy recipe for the ills 
that mankind plagues itself with. 


The Atlantic Charter quite reasonably 


set up some tenets which would immeasur- 
ably benefit everyone if only we could 
reach them. They-included the right of all 
people to choose their own governments, 
safety within their own borders, freedom 
to worship as they chose and freedom 
from fear and want. Efforts were to be 
made for collective 
security so that 


armaments could be reduced. 


Clearly we have not reached this state 


of nirvana. Armaments are more terrifying 
than ever and they cost 
more. 
The 


developing nations threaten each other's 
borders and few of their peoples have had 
much to do with choosing their govern- 


ments. There is a constant attack upon 
hunger but there is no victory. And we 
long ago bargained away the various rights 
we wanted to uphold for some peoples as 
part of the matter of winning World War 
II. 


Actually we should notv. b'ecome too 


discouraged if we are able to view history 
— and the future — realistically. Vermont 
Royster, writing of the years before Pearl 
Harbor 
in the 
Wall Street 
Journal, 


comments that "the prophet offered not 
despair but solace when he taught that if 
the sun goeth down it also ariseth, and 
that if the wind whorleth continually it 
also returneth according to its circuits. 
It's the troubled world that abideth for- 
ever." And this, it appears, is how we 
should view even the war in Viet Nam. 


It well may be that American troops 


are essential at this time to try to help 
other peoples find the freedom from want 
and fear and all the other benefits that we 
would like them to have, just as it may 
have been essential for us finally to be 
plunged into the war to halt Nazi and 
Japanese aggression twenty-five years ago. 
It is better to have lofty motives than 
grubby ones. 


But we ought to stop fooling ourselves 


that winning any one conflict against any 
particular 
enemy of the moment — 


whether it is communism. Ho Chi Minh or 
Castro — thereafter guarantees eternal 
peace and all the good things of life. Th* 
struggle will always go on.

As usual, moreover, bouy- 
ant hopes have yielded actions 
that serve to erode further the 
chances of a negotiated peace.

The marks of euphoria are to 
be found chiefly in things that 
are being said at the White 
House and State Department. It

pressure is causing the other 
side to scale down its opera- 
tions. Supposedly the scaling 
down is the first step toward a 
slow petering out of enemy 
activity that is now seen as the 
way the war will end. 


It is also being said that the 


last hope of Hanoi is a setback 
for the Democrats in the 
elections this fall but that actu- 
ally the poll, by shoxving the 
President's strength, will serve 
to shorten the war. as Lincoln's 
victory in the 1864 election is 
supposed to have hastened the 
end of the Civil War. 


None of these claims can be 


disproved. But Washington has 
not had a good record in 
assessing what is happening on 
the other side.

KY'S WEAKNESS 


As to the American elections, 


while North Vietnamese offi- 
cials have talked about defeat 
for the President, Jhey have 
never pitched Jheir main hope 
on a failure of nerve in this 
country. Their focus has been 
the weakness of the Saigon 
government — a deepening 
condition advertised every day 
by the personality and actions 
of Marshal Ky.

The truth is that the Ameri-

Indeed, 
since Hanoi shows no present 
signs of wanting to negotiate, it 
could even be argued that the 
United States in the interests of 
teaching a lesson should throw 
Geneva to the winds and go all 
the way to military victory 
before sitting down to a confer- 
ence. 


But of course China and Rus- 


sia are also affected. While they 
have behaved with singular 
prudence so far, that is largely 
because North Viet Nam has 
been doing so well on its own. 


Even so, the continuation of 


the war has brought from 
Moscow, and Peking a steady 
stream of increasingly serious 
warnings. Thus the intensifica- 
tion of the enemy effort — 
either by further Soviet imput 
of modern equipment or by 
Chinese support on the ground 
— remains a genuine peril, the 
more so as Washington, in its 
mood of confidence, is paying 
so little heed to the danger.

Bonding Referendum 
Will be Difficult One 
To Sell to Electors

MADISON — A representa- 


tive of a bond underwriting 
firm encountered in a Madison 
restaurant an official of a 
state agency involved in bor- 
rowing through quasi-public 
corporations and inquired: 


"What is the outlook for the 


constitutional amendment on 
borrowing?" 


Wyngaard 


"I doubt that it will be 


adopted," replied the officer. 


It was probably a reasonable 


reply under the circumstances. 
Persuading the Wisconsin elec- 
torate next spring of the need 
or the wisdom of eliminating 
the anti-debt provision of the 
State Constitution is likely to 
be difficult, unless there is 
considerably more public dis- 
cussion and information than 
the agencies and interests 
directly involved appear will- 
ing to arrange. 


One of the reasons for the 


dubious outlook is the evidence 
that the rank and file of 
Wisconsin citizens are not yet 
aware that the bonding prohi- 
bition is academic, that it has 
long since been circumvented, 
and that the state is now 
heavily in debt in fact and will 
continue to enlarge its long- 
termed bonded indebtedness. 
The 
issue is one of the 


suitability of the method, of 
democratic controls, and pos- 
sibly, of economics as it 
relates to the probability that 
full faith and credit state 
bonds may be sold at more 
advantageous rates than the 
debentures of the artificial 
agencies contrived to evade 
the literal requirements of the 
state's basic law. 


THE CAMPAIGN 


The bonding amendment al- 


most surely will fail unless 
there is a public information 
campaign of considerable di- 
mensions planned for next 
winter and spring' in prepara- 
tion for the probable referen- 
dum vote next April. 


That campaign almost sure- 


ly won't be effective unless it 
has the willing and genuine 
collaboration of the special 
interests directly involved, and 


notably the conservation, edu- 
cation, welfare, highway and 
other service agencies that are 
now-increasingly interested in 
long-range borrowing. 


Yet there is no reason to 


believe, on the basis of what 
has happened thus far, that 
these powerful group interests 
are vjery interested in the 
issue or will be inclined to 
support a constitutional debt 
program over the convenient, 
elastic, quiet and comfortable 
method that has been devised 
in the dummy corporations. 
Indeed, there is already being 
heard the complaint that if the 
issue of bonding is returned to 
the legislature for decision 
that individual bond issues will 
be subject to log-rolling and 
politicking by individual mem- 
bers or blocks of members 
representing special causes or 
regional interests. There is 
that danger, admittedly, but it 
is a risk that is implicit in the 
democratic system and the 
process of representative gov- 
ernment. Attentive observers 
of state affairs, moreover, 
doubt that men of the Building 
Commission and its subsidiary 
corporations are quite immune 
from 
such temptations or 


tendencies. 
For 
they are 


members of the legislature, 
also, with all of the habits and 
aspirations and political color- 
ation of their seatmates. 


CAUTION * 


One of the most meaningful 


developments lately has been 
the conversion of conservative 
forces on the debt issue. The 
Public Expenditure. Survey, as 
a notable example, now en- 
dorses the idea of amending 
the constitution, not because 
it is particularly fond of state 


• debt, but because it is con- 
cerned about closer control of 
debt and a more diligent 
inspection of the purposes and 
the projects involved. 


Its instincts are probably 


' accurate. The submission of 
successive bond issues to the 
legislature as a whole, rather 
than to the smaller commis- 
sion which does not work in a 
comparable limelight, may in- 
cur some hazard of political 
bargaining, but it will almost 
surely bring about a more 
rigorous inspection of 
the 


justification 
and 
scope of 


borrowing also. It is doubtless 
for that reason that the nomi- 
nally concerned agencies and 
institutions have been so indif-

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Family Finds Life Pleasant in China

Chinese home in Peking during 
a recently concluded visit to 
Communist China and in the 
following story, written for The 
Associated Press, he reports on 
the experience.

In Peking I visited the family 


of a student. The father worked 
in a steel mill outside the city. 
He was a skilled worker and 
earned 90 
- yuan—almost $40—a 


month, about 20 yuan a month 
more than the average worker. 


His rent, for a two-room 


ground-floor apartment in a pri- 


vately owned house, was seven! 
yuan a month. The father, his 
wife and another son all worked 
and had lunches and dinners at 
their places 
of employment, 


with the father and the son pay- 
ing 16 yuan a month each and 
(he mother 15. The girl of the 
family, 15 years old, attended 
school, where she had free 
meals. Bus fares totaled 20 yuan 
a month for the family.

son, what he thought of his life. 


"Everything is good,"'he re- 


plied. 1 lead a happy life. I can 
support my family. We have 
enough to eat every day." 


"What did you do before the

and I also tried to be a servant. 
t>ut it didn't go so well. The 
family that my father and 1 
worked for was very kind, even 
though they were imperialists. 
They got me a job as a tram 
conductor. My family was not 
starving, as many others were. 
Then the war came, and the 
Japanese occupied China. Then 
times became even more diffi- 
cult, and many people starved 
to death.' It was during the Jap- 
anese occupation that J started 
to work in the steel industry." 


'Do you have any hobbies?" I 


asked. 


"Not really," he replied. "In 


the summer I often sit and play 
cards with my neighbors. We 
often go to the movies together. 
Then, of course, the production 
teams make a lot of arrange- 
ments." 


"Like what?" I asked. 
"It's very good. They make 


arrangements to have my hair 
cut in the factory.' They also 
arrange for me to go to a bath- 
house. And you don't have to 
pay anything." 


Skilled Worker 


Then 1 turned to the son, who 


was 18 years old and worked in 
his father's trade. Because he 
was just learning he received 
only 30 yuan a month.

plans?" I asked. 


"I want to be a skilled worker 


like my father, and perhaps I 
will be chosen for a responsible 
position in the factory." 


"Will you get any extra mon- 


ey for this kind of job?" I 
asked. 


"No, why should I? It is a 


privilege to work as a leader." 


"Do all the people think that 


it is good to do much extra work 
and get no reward?" I asked. 


"Yes. There are some who 


say no. but it is only because 
they read too little of the works 
of Mao Tze-tung."

'young man, the father started to

works. I don't know if this act 
was to show me his admiration 
for Mao or what. 


I asked the mother, who was 


a nurse in one of the Peking 
hospitals,

But in 
China, she told me, salaries 
never went up; prices came 
down.

do you have?" 1 asked.

'I and my second son have full 
medical aid insurance; so does 
ny wife, because we all work. 
3ut my two other children who 
are still studying, get only 50 
jer cent protection. But if one 
must undergo an expensive op- 
eration the union helps him so 
lhat one only needs to pay about 
15 yuan. For example, when our 
neighbor's boy fell and broke 
two of his side teeth he had to 


to the dentist many times. 


His parents paid about nine 
vuan. Before the liberation the 
poor working people never could 
afford to go to dentists or 
doctors."

Information on cirrhosis of the 
liver..My husband has been a 
Heavy drinker for years. All at 
once he started-to swell. His 
lips almost doubled. His face 
swelled and got red. 


The doctor said it was cirrho- 


sis, gave him a prescription and 
told him to eat lean meat, some 
sweets, very little fat. and to 
drink no liquor at all. 


•My husband stayed on the 


diet for two months and looked 
10 years younger. Now he has 
started to drink again and won't 
remain on his diet. What is 
usually the length of time a 
person can live under such 
circumstances? — Mrs. E.W. 


Cirrhosis means that the liver 


has been damaged. The dam- 
aged parts of it have been 
replaced by other tissue which 
cannot do the complicated tasks 
the liver must perform. 


It used to be thought that 


alcohol 
was 
the 
cause 
of 


cirrhosis. This dies not appear 
to be entirely true. Faulty 
nutrition plus some other fac- 
tors (metabolic disorders, cer- 
tain toxic factors, and perhaps 
others) are involved. 


A heavy, .steady 
drinker, 


however, 
very often is not 


careful to eat properly. Thus 
'drinking plays an indirect part 
in causing cirrhosis. 


Once the cirrhosis has begun, 


then drinking exerts a very 
heavy burden on the liver, and 
the disease progresses rapidly. 


There is little in the line of 


medicine that will provide much 


help. Cirrhosis cannot be cured! 
What is necessary is to make 
things as easy as possible for 
the damaged liver. This means 
proper diet and. just as impor- 
tant, avoidance of alcohol. 


Your husband was frightening 


enough in the beginning to 


Dr. Molner 


follow instructions, and you saw 
the result. He looked years 
younger. What it amounted to 
was that he relieved his liver of 
the strain of faulty diet and 
alcohol, and there was enough 
capability in the organ to carry 
out. its many duties. (The liver 
stores and releases blood sugar 
as 
it 
is 
needed, 
produces 


digestive juices, filters out and 
destroys certain kinds of poi- 
sons in the system and does 
many other things.) 


But as soon as your husband 


began to feel better, he either 
decided (wrongly) that he was 
cured, or didn't realize that his 
diet and no alcohol were the 
reasons for his improvement. 


Such patients, and there are 


too many of, them, are the 
despair of doctors and are their 
own 
worst 
enemies. 
It 
is 


impossible to say how long a 
patient can live under such 


circumstances. It depends on 
how much damage already has 
been done to the liver, and how 
rapidly he makes it worse with 
drinking and poor diet. 


But this you can say with 


considerable assurance: He is 
throwing away a number of 
years of healthy life, and is 
killing himself just as certainly 
as if he were taking a slow 
poison. 


Unless he goes back to his 


diet 
and 
cuts 
out alcohol 


completely, he 
will be sick 


again just about as quickly as 
he gained — and he will get 
steadily worse.

some sure way of whitening 
teeth, or are some just natural- 
ly dull?

Family Finds Lite Pleasant in China

In Peking I visited the family 


of a student. The father worked 
in a steel mill outside the city. 
He was a skilled worker and 
earned 90 yuan—almost $40—a 
month, about 20 yuan a month 
more than the average worker.

"While I was talking to the 


young man, the father started to 
read his pocket edition of Mao's 


such things as nylon shirts cost 
17 yuan, about one-lifth of the 
average monthly salary. But in 
China, she told me. salaries 
never went up: prices came 
down. I asked if there was any 
product that had gone up in 
price. The only price increase 
she mentioned was bread. 


"What kind of social benefits 


do you have?" I asked. 


"Well," the father responded, 


"I and my second son have full 
medical aid insurance: so does 
my wife, because we all work. 
But my two other children who 
are still studying, get only 50 
per cent protection. But if one 
must undergo an expensive op- 
eration the union helps him so 
that one only needs to pay about 
15 yuan. For example, when our 
neighbor's boy fell and broke 
two of his side teeth he had to 
go to the dentist many times. 
His parents paid about nine 
yuan. Before the liberation the 
poor working people never could 
afford 
to go to dentists or 


doctors." 


Communist Youth 


The girl wore a red scar

lad. Before, she used to go ou 
during vacation to work in state 
arms but now she had a lot o 
different meetings to attend. 


"What kind of meetings?" I

"We sit and listen to how our 


nstructors tell about our coun- 
ry's revolutionary history. And 
ve also read Mao Tze-tung'j 
vorks," she said proudly. 


"Think of it," the father said. 
'Thanks to the revolution and 
Chairman Mao, my children 
have a future. We are happy 
and never had it so good. I even 
lave a bicycle, although I don't 
really need one. If someone 
would have told me that my life 
would be so pleasant before the 


works. I don't know if this act 
was to show me his admiration 
for Mao or what. 


I asked the mother, who was 


a nurse in one of the Peking 
hospitals, about the prices of 
consumer goods. She let me 
know that food products, like 
rice, tea and meat were only 
sold to those who had food cou- 
pons. One also needed coupons 
to buy cotton goods. Vegetables 
were quite inexpensive. A kilo 
of rice—2.2 pounds—cost 20 jin 
or 10 cents. Clothes were costly. 
A pair of simple blue pants cost 
4.60 yuan. A summer shirt cost 
just as much. Winter clothes 
were even more.expensive. And
